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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the amendments significantly alter the scope of the claims, for example, now claim 9 requires that an extension 
portion protrude from an edge of the lower reflecting plate. This limitation was not previously included in claim 9. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. On pages 7-1 5 
of the Remarks, the Applicants argue that specific limitations are not taught or suggested by the cited prior art. These arguments are all 
based on limitations that have been newly added to the claims. Additionally on page 16, the Applicants argue that new claim 30 is not 
disclosed by the cited prior art. As these arguments are all directed to newly added claim limitations that would require further search they 
are moot. 

As to the arguments concerning claim 23, Applicants argue that Brogardh does not teach a light guide disposed on a sidewall of the case. 
The Examiner must respectfully disagree. As shown in figure 4b of Brogardh, the light guide (mapped to element 36 in the office action) is 
indeed, "disposed on a sidewall of the case (mapped to 33)." 

The Brogradh reference will be cited in an 892 form in the subsequent full office action, to correct the omission pointed to by the Applicant. 
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
